NAVY IA HAS REVEALED FOLLOWING DIFFERENCES, ALL BUT ONE 
NON-SUBSTANTIVE. WE RECOMMEND MODIFICATION ENGLISH 

TEXT TO FIT TURKISH TEXT AS SIMPLEST COURSE OF RESOLUTION. THE 
ONE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGE LISTED BELOW ACTUALLY WORKS TO OUR 
ADVANTAGE. 

2. ARTICLE 4 DEFINITIONS A.(2) INFORMAL VISIT: FIRST 
SENTENCE: "SHOW OR DISPLAY" AT END OF SENTENCE HAS BEEN 
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RENDERED BY A SINGLE TURKISH WORD. (WE BELIEVE NO CHANGE 
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NEED BE MADE IN EITHER TEXT ON THIS ITEM.) 

3. ARTICLE 4 DEFINITIONS A.(2) INFORMAL VISIT: SECOND 
SENTENCE: TURKISH TEXT INSERTS "MAINTAIN " BEFORE PHRASE, 
"RELATIONS BETWEEN ADMIRALTIES". AND INSERTS-/ "OF THE TWO 
COUNTRIES", AFTER THAT PHRASE. ENTIRE CLAUSE READS: "AND 
MAINTAI RELATIONS BETWEEN ADMIRALTIES OF THE TWO COUNTRIES,-./ 
(WE RECOMMEND ADDING THESE INSERTS TO ENGLISH TEXT FOR 
CLARITY.) 

4. ARTICLE 4 DEFINITIONS A. (3) ROUTINE VISIT: FITST SEN- 
TENCE: TURKISH TEXT INSERTS "AND" AFTER "RESCUE OPERATIONS,. 

FINAL PHRASE WILL READ: AND WHEN FORMALITIES ARE REDUCED 
TO THE MINIMUM." (WE RECOMMEND ADDING "AND" SINCE IT 
ACTUALLY BROADENS DEFINITION OF "ROUTINE VISIT".) 

5. ARTICLE 4 DEFINITIONS: A. (3) ROUTINE VISIT: SENCOND 
SENTENCE: TURKISH TEXT CHANGES FIRST PHRASE TO READ: 

"THESE VISITS MAY ALSO BE MADE IN CONNECTION..." INSTEAD

CONNECTION...". (WE RECOMMEND CHANGE IN ENGLISH TEXT AS

6. ARTICLE 5 A. PRINCIPLES: (1) DURING PEACETIME: 

SUBPARA (C) INADVERTENTLY OMITTED IN ENGLISH TEXT. SUBPARA 
(C) (FROM JUNE 4. 1971, TEXT) SHOULD READ: "NOTIFICATION OF 
ROUTINE VISITS WILL BE MADE BY THE NAVAL ATTACHE OF THE 
UNITED STATES EMBASSY IN TURKEY THROUGH ESTABLISHED CHANNELS." 
(THIS SUBPARA SHOULD BE RE INSERTED IN ENGLISH TEXT AND 
FOLLOWING SUBPARA REDESIGNATED AS "(D)". 

7. ARTICLE 5 A. PRINCIPLES: (1) DURING PEACETIME: 

SUBPARA (D): FINAL SENTENCE: TURKISH TEXT INSERTS "TO THE 
APPROPRIATE AUTHORITIES" AFTER PHRASE, "WILL BE FORWARDED". 
SENTENCE WILL THEN READ: "THE FORMAT FOR ROUTINE VISITS 
WILL BE FORWARDED TO THE APPROPRIATE AUTHORITIES AT THE 
EARLIEST POSSIBLE TIME IN ADVANCE OF THE VISIT." (WE

8. ARTICLE 5 PARAGRAPH ON "MATTERS RELATED TO SERVICES 
SECRET 
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TO BE RENDERED TO VESSELS:" SHOULD "B.", NOT "D." 

AS IN ENGLISH TEXT.

9. ARTICLE 5 D. MISCELLANEOUS: (1) TURKISH TEXT 

USES "WIRELESS" VICE "CABLE" IN PHRASE, "EXCEPT NORMAL 
LOCAL TELEPHONE, TELEGRAPH, OR (CABLE) WIRELESS SERVICES". 

(THIS APPEARS TO BE AN UNWITTING SUBSTANTIVE CHANGE IN 
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TURKISH TEXT WHICH WOULD ALLOW US TO USE SHIPS' RADIOS 
WITHOUT ANY ARRANGEMENTS WITH TURKISH AUTHORITIES. LOSS 
OF "CABLE" IS NO PROBLEM SINCE "LOCAL TELEPHONE, TELEGRAPH" 
COVERS THAT ASPECT OF COMMUNICATIONS. WE RECOMMEND 
CHANGING ENGLISH TEXT TO "WIRELESS".) 

10. ARTICLE 5 D. MISCELLANEOUS: (4) SECOND SENTENCE: 

TURKISH TEXT DELETES WORDS "OR CALLING" FROM PHRASE "OF 
THE VISITING (OR CALLING) VESSELS FOR SHORE LEAVE...". 

("OR CALLING" SHOULD ALSO BE DELETED FROM ENGLISH TEXT IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH PREVIOUS US-TURKISH AGREEMENT THAT 
"VISITING" WAS A SUFFICIENT TTNTROSGR#FOR "VESSELS" FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF THE NAVY IA.) 

11. ARTICLE 5 D. MISCELLANEOUS: (5) SECOND SENTENCE: 

TURKISH TEXT DELETES PHRASE, "WHEN IT IS DESIRED TO TAKE 
ARMED PERSONNEL ASHORE". SENTENCE THEN READS: 

"PERSONNEL GOING ASHORE CANNOT CARRY ARMS EXCEPT FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF A CEREMONY OR DEMON TRATION." (WE RECOMMEND 
DELETION OF CITED PHRASE FROM ENGLISH TEXT AS IT IS 
UNNECESSARY.) 

12. ARTICLE 5 D. MISCELLANEOUS: SUBPARA (10) FIRST 
SENTENCE ; AND TITLE OF ANNEX 1: CHANGE COVERED IN REFTELS 
REGARDING PHRASE, "TURKISH PORTS AND BASES" SHOULD BE MADE 
IN TRUKISH AND ENGLISH TEXTS ALIKE.
